The company was indebted 
to the petitioners in the sum of 
$29,000 for goods sold and deli- 
vered under certain outstanding 
contracts. Other contracts were 
also due. The Company closed 
its doors early this month, It 
waa insolvent, and unable to 
meet its Habilities.

A wystery regarding tho din-{- 
appearance of Caxton bocks from 
York Minster Library has been 
cleared up by the Dean of York, 
Dr. L. G. B. Ford, The books! 
were aold more than a year ago 
for £20,000. In n statement fal- 
lowing what is deserlbed aa an 
“extraordinary report” concerning 

» mysterloun disappearance” of 
certain volumes from the Minster 
Library, the Dean says he “thinks 
it right to stute the facts of the 
ense.” ‘These, he saya, are that 
more than a year ago the Denn 
and Chapter were confronted with 
the necessity of providing for ur- 
jyrent repair work upon the fabric 
of the Minster and, convinced 
that it was Impossible to raise the 
funda required by further public 
appeals, were obliged to consider 
the expediency of parting with a 
tow of the valuable books in’ the 
Chapter Itbrary, Before taking 
aelfon “they cemiulted some of the 
hisrhest legal and archaeological 
authorities, and ascertained that 
“the library books muat be regard: 
ed ona part of the corporate pro- 
perty of the Chapter.” After any- 
Ing that the “need of the Minster 
seemed to justify the step,” 
the Dean adds: “The Doan and

FROM PIRATES’ LAIR. 


When bold, bad buccaneers roved 
the Spanish Main, the island of 


‘New Providence, in the Bahamas 
i] Group, was a nest of pirates, 


The tnak af driving out the sea 
rovers wns entrusted to one, Cap- 
tnin Woodes Rogers, himself a 
famous filibuster, and well-accus- 
tomed ta handling lawless men. 

One of the first victlms of his 
ruthless campaign for the suppres- 
tion of piracy waa the infamous 
pirate, Blackbeard. He was hang- 
ed, toyether with a number of his 
company, whilst more than a 
thousand of the bucenncers sur- 
rendered to the Royal pardon. The 
event is cammemornted in tho 
motto of the colony: “Expulais 
Piratls—Restituta Commercia.” 

The approach to one of the forts, 
Fort Fineastle, erected on Naw 
Providence as n defence againat 
plratical raids, ia seen in the pic- 
turesque design of certain stamps 
of the colony, both current and ob- 
soletc. It consists of a long fight 
of steps hewn out of the solid rock 
(a enable troops to pass secretly. 
between the fort and the harbour 
of Naasau, 

From this former pirates’ Inir has 
come a particular set of stamps in 
celebration of the three hundredth 
anniversary‘of the first Britiah 
settlement. The design § I{ncor- 
porates an impression of the seal 
of the colony, showing uo group of 
16th’ century sailing ships, with 
the motto already referred to, and 
the dates, “1629,” "1729," and 
"1929."

“Something Rushed Out 
of the Clouds.” 


PILOT'S story, 


While PHot Officer John N. 
Baxter, of No, 111 Squndron of 
the RAP, stationed at Horn- 
churth, Essex, was flying a 
single-seater ‘plnne at a height 
of 6,000 feet above South-East 
London “something block 
came out of the clouds” (to use 
his own words) and damaged hia 
propeller, and he had to look 


round for an emergency landing. 
place, 


Tho nearest available place ho 
could see from his cockpit was 
Southwark Park, Bermondacy, so 
he made for it. 


When he got over the park he 
could sce juat one bit of vacant 
space, an oval cricket pitch that 
in only open in the cricket aca- 
son, Everywhere clse thero 
Were youths playing football or 
children plnying games, 


A New Danger. 


Just as he was Preparing to 
land on this cricket pitch he no- 
ticed two park-keepers mowing 
the grass. Had he kept on his 
course they would have been 
struck. so he clovated the ‘plane. 
and this manoeuvre caused it to 
overturn when it landed, 

After, Pilot-OMcer Raxter had 
heon helped to undo the’ strap 
that held him in the cockpit ‘he 
crawled but, lighted o cignrette, 
surveyed the damage, apoke for 
A Moment or two, and then went 
off to telephone his aerodrome. 

Park-keeper Benny, one of the 
men who were mowing the grasa, 
sald afterwards: “When I reach. 
od the machine I found tho affi- 
cer, a young fellow of about -19, 
hanging upside-down in hia seat, 
with hls hend touching the 
sound. 

“His first words were O.K. 
Help me out of this strap,” 


“I did so, and out he tumbled, 

He threw out his parachute, asl 
ed for the nearest telephone, and 
off he went. Gosh! He was 
cool!

“I rushed over, expecting to 
find the pilot dead or’ at Jenst 
badly injured, and I couldzhave 
dropped when I heard‘his “O.K.”

“He told me he was on radio 
telegraphy duty, and about five, 
thousand fect up, when some- 
thing black rushed at him out 
of the clouds. The tip of -his pro- 
peller was smashed off and the 
machine began to wobble. He 
had to shut off his engine to save 
the whole 'plane from’ being 
shaken to bits, and he planed 
down looking for a landing place 
in the crowded district of South- 
wark, 

“The Park here is the onlv 
vlace for miles around, and here 
he came. 

“If we had not been standing 
where we were he would prob- 
ably have niade a perfect landing. 
He says he signalled to us to run 
clear, but we did not see him, 
Tt wna the nearest escape I have 
ever seen.” :

China. Echo, a correspondent 
who signed — himself 
“The Young Explorer” writes:-~ 
“Chinn has, after years of 
humiliation, recognised that she 
is far behind the times and that 
to free heraclf from the bonds 
of tyrnnny she has first to 
“Westernise” herself. 
“Following the attitude of 
their country, the younger

generation has without hesita- 
tion adopted the customs and 
fashions of the West. Bob-halr- 
ed Chinese girls with short 
akirts are now not a rarity. 
They are modernising them- 
relver, they say, and some have 
even gane so far as to assert that 
these are sins of patriotism and 
loyalty to thelr country! I chal- 
lenge any of these so-called 
modern Chinese maidens to show 
me how Jip-sticks and short 
skirts can in’ any way help 
China in her onward progress. 

“We turn next to those be- 
spectacted younsy men with thelr 
gaudy rainbow coloured tics and 
Oxford bags. Beyond a mera 
amattering of knowledge of 
English, they  -.are- fortunate 
enough to live in a land of milk 
and honey inherited from thelr 
fathers. And ‘these are the per- 
sons wha call themselves 
modern! Jnzz music, Charleston, 
and Fox-trot may be good exer- 
cises far the body (though J have 
failed to see how) but will they, 
can they lead us‘to the path of 
modernism?

"YE am nat o kill- 
joy, and I am not 
writing this in 
the role of a 
pessimist. I.nam.a young Chinese 
myself, and as far as I am aware 

[am not behind the times, but 

let me sound o note of warning 

onee and for all that modernism 
does not mean shecr reckless- 
ness In fashions and manners. 

Modernism jmplics the attain- 

ment of higher eduention ond 

broader and saner viewa of life. 

We cannbt modernise oursclycs 

without the passession of a lofty 

intellect and a sane and noble 
view of life.” 

But why ‘blame it all on. the 
youths and maidens of China, 
“Young Explorer"? Surely, the 
parents also are to blame for Bhirk- 
ing their responsibility if they 
allow their sons and daughters ta 
do as they like. Signs are not 
wanting that it is many of the 
parents who have been stung by 
the bug of modernism, snd have 
become so indulgent thnt they give 
their children too much rope—even 
unto death—and who can blame 
the children for necepting thelr 
new-found freedom as n matter of 
course? 


A Note Of 
Warning. 


Hore's a case in point 
which is surprining 
in view of the, well- 
known aollcitudo of 
the Chinese father for tho  woll- 
helng of his children ofter his 
death. In his will ho invariably 
(in the ald days, that is) gives his 
children good advice as to how to 
conserve resources, ctc.. but naw 
he gives them o free hand with 
their inheritence. Thus a Chinese 
who died recently leaving 1 house 
and moncy in Hong Kong alsa left 
one of the shortest, if not actually 
the shortest, Chinese will giving 
his son (apparently hia only child) 
full power "nt any timo to dispose 
of, or acl, or mortgage the housc, 
and to withdraw the sum of moncy 
deposited in the bank for mecting 
expenditure.” 

Of course, much depends on tho 
son, and the training he had had, 
and Tam not snying that thia par- 
Ucular son js one of thoao youths 
referred ta by “Young Explorer,” 
but the example that I have given 
reems to indicate that the desire 
for “being modern” (with [ts ad- 
vantages aa well as drawbacks) ia 
not confined to the “young set” in 
China.

rush back to Court “to save their 
fines’! With the Courts rising at 
12.30 it glvesa them a chance to cat 
leisurely before the rush hour and 
then they can stretch their legs o 
bit and digest their food before ra- 
turning to Court to be cooped up 
In the jury box for another two 
hours.

Another “Knock” at the Kowloon Buses. 


T is by this time generally appreciated that our comments in this 
column a week ago on the proposed revision of the system of 
fares on the Kowloon buses knocked the wind out of the sponsors of 
the scheme who sought to take time by the forelock by the publica- 
tion of nn inspired article in one of the morning newspapers, It was 
a coincidence that the Kowloon Residents’ Association Committee, 
held their’ monthly mecting on the evening following our last issue, 
but it was exceedingly appropriate that they should also have a 
special meeting before the ordinary meeting to discuss the Kowloon 
bus fares and the Taiwan bathing beach, : 
With the exposure of the weakness of the proposed new scheme 
by this paper and the unanimous protest made against it by the 
K.R.A. Committee, it is to be hoped that its death knell has been 


‘sounded and that the only reply of the Government to the applica- 


tion of the bus Companics will be “nothing doing.” 


When the patrons of the buses in Kowloon obtain service — 
satisfactory service, thnt is — they may hope to enlist some sup- 
port for n little more consideration in regard to higher fares from 
certain classes of the community. But they are still a long way off 
the ideal bus service, apart altogether from the type of vehicle in 
use, They have time tables and traffic regulators — or “irregu- 
Jators” as some have become to be known -— but that does not pre- 
vent buses arriving at the Ferry just as the gangway is going up 
or is already up. On certain routes it is a rarity to be able to catch 
a Ferry, and this can be very tantalising when the fifteen minutes’ 
‘Ferry service comes into operation at nine:o'clock cach night. 


At the bus termini furthest from the Star Ferry the drivers 
and conductors of certain buses seem to be a law unto themselves, 
and they care not whether a Ferry is missed or not. The result may 
be seen at almost any time at the Ferry “cattle pens.” — Bay, two 
No. 8, four No. 6, and not one No. 2, And, at times, when a No. 2 
does happen to be there it moves out almost as soon. as the Ferry 
gangway is down and the outcoming Ferry passengers haye to wait 
anything from 15 to 25 minutes for another No, 2 bus. 


In our last issue we commented on the lack of cifort to keep 
some of the buses clean. This fault is particularly pronounced in 
the Summer when the menfolk are wearing white suits. Besides 
this, some buses are perpetual spreaders of germs, no attempt be- 
ing made to sweep them ,out and dust the seats before a bus is 
ready to start out on a fresh journey either to or from the Star 
Ferry., The whole system is s0 provocative of crittelem —=aTml justi. 
fiable criticism — as to make the average resident of thé Ynainland 
ashamed of such a bus'service. It ia tine that the authorities in- 
stilled into then: some sense of their duty to (ho public. Something 
much better than what obtains at present is expected of public 
utility companies, ut

LABOUR LAWS. 


New Scheme for. 
China, 


{By Leslle R. Aldous] 


Among a score of questiona hand- 
Ied at the recent meeting of the 
Governing’ Body of the International 
Labour Office of the Lenguo of Na- 


tions, none is more interesting than. 


the Chinese Governmant’s request 
for assfatance in the organisation 
of a Factow Inspection Service in 
China. This, of course, fs a pro- 
posal of primo importance to manu- 
facturera in the Britiah &mpire 
and other industrlally advanced 
countries, which suffer from under- 
cutting in the Far East. Through 
the influence of the League's I.L.0. 
much has been done, since the Great 
War to raiae standards of labour in 
India and Jopan. Hitherto how- 
ever, owing to perpetual internal 
strife, little progress has beer 
practicable in China. 

The new broom of the Nanking 
Government, however, intends to 
sweep clean. As the Minister of 
Industries informs the League's 
1.L.0., the Factory Law Is to como 
into force on August 1 of this year. 
All the necessary preparations, In- 
cluding tho establishment of an In- 
apectorate, are now being made. To 
deal with the, many technical pro- 
blema which demand expert advice 
and assistance tho Director at 
Geneva is naked’ to send out to 
China a special commission, If pos- 
alble, before June. ia 

Already, it appears, tho Chin 
authorities hava .sounded Dame 
Adelaide Andorson, ‘“D.B.E., to dis- 
cover whethor sho would bo willing 
to serve on the commission.

» Fashlonuble ladies aro familiar 
with technique of tho “permanent 
wave.” Nature first practised the 
“permanent wave when animals 
with cofled and crimped horna were 
evulyed,  Appurently the — cobled 
horns of rams, for lustance, are 
“permanent waves” in stout hafr. 
‘This, diacovery is but one of the 
many avdaingg out of the brittiant 
researches of Mr. W. T. Astbury, 
the director of the department of 
Textile Phystes at Leeda University, 
intu the utructure of fibres. 
‘Much empirical knowledge — of 
fibres has been foarned in the textile 
factory cand in the laboratory, but 
most of it apples to the behaviour 
of fibres in bulk. ‘The complex and 
exceedingly important qualities of 
complete fibres aa used in’ textile 
manufacture ominy be studied ue. 
seripttvely amd described with an 
accuracy very valuable to the manu 
fasturer, but oa deseriptive knows 
ledge of the behaviour and -proper- 
tics of fibros Is not the sume ada 
ulructural knowledge which explains 
just why fibres are aa they are and 
have the properties they have. 
Valuable aa descriptive knowledge 
of fibres is, the structural knowledge 
ia of a deeper character and higher 
order of value, for it suggests pox- 
wible properties tibres could not 
from external atudy be guessed to 
possess, Entirely new developments 
In textile technology are more likely 
to arise from a knowledge of the 
inner structure than from the full- 
ext external knowledge of fibres. 
Unfortunately the inner structure 
of fibres cannot be studied directly 


by ordinary methods, The particles 
out of which fibres are made are 
about one thousand times too emall 
to be seen by ordinary light: They 
cun be examined optically only by 
the way they interfere with beans 
of X-rays projected through them,

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More Flowering Shrubs of May, 

In the last Notes some of the 
more striking Summer flowering 
shrabs were dascribed, othera in- 
vlude:— 

Rhodomyrtus tomentosa. This 
is undoubtedly the commonest 
flowering shrub of the month. The 
flowers on opening are of a deep 
ross pink (not quite free from the 
stigma of a purple ting?) and as the 
tlower ages the petals fade to o 
pale pink or sometimes almost to 
winte. . The fruits of this plant are 
tn ar to avery child in the 
the native children as 
Kony Nim, to the European chil- 
dran ag Barley Bues. © They can be 
mat? into excellent jelly, which is 
not surprising, as Rhodomyrtus is 
closely relnted to the Guava, 
both belonging to the = family 
MYRTACEAL. 

Rauwolfia chinensis, A small 
shrubby plant with masses of small 
white tubular flowers at, and near, 
the ends of the branches. The 
leaves are lanceolate, dark green, 
shiny, and arranged in opposite 
pairs on the stem; they have on un- 
pleasant smell when crushed, Thio 
plant, 2—4 feet in height, flowers 
from April to July. It fa extreme- 
ly abundant alt down the Penk Road 
and in other localities. The fruits 
are red and are developed In Octo- 
ber. This belongs to the 
APOCYANACEAE, 

Magnolia pumila, A small tree, 
with large white flowers, native to 
South China; one is coming Into 
flower just above Lugard Road. 
This speies may alsa be found in 
Happy Valley and elsewhere. A 
larze tree of anglictia Fordiana, 
a closely related genus, Is now in 
Nower a third of the way down the 
Penk Road; both belong to the 
MAGNOLIACEAE, 

Ucaria mierecarpa and U. pur- 
purea, These two species of 
Uvaria, especially the former, are 
more common than most residents 
imagine, The flowers tend, as 4 
general rule, to be hidden by the 
large somewhat downy leaves, U. 
mterocarpa has flowers 134 inches 
in diameter with 6, 6, or 7 petals 
varying in colour from a yellow 
brown to a rich red brown, The 
diameter of the flower Is roughly 
twice that of the centre part where 
the many stamena- ore very pro- 
minent. Uvaria $pxrpurca has 
flowers 244—3 Inches In dinmotor;: 
tho petala often aro red turning to 
orange at the point of attachment; 
froquently the petala aro of a deop 
red purple colour... A. particularly.

Schima Noronkac, A tree of 
great beauty when In flower on ac- 
count of the masses of white 
blossoma which it bears. Common 
above Iittlo Hong Kong, in the 
Happy Valley woods, ete. Each 
Mower, which Is nearly 2 inches In 
diameter, has five white petals and 
innumerable yellow stamens; {t has 
a delicate acent which might be de- 
scribed as awect and aromatic, The 
flowera are like those of Gordonéa 
anomalta, to which the plant is close- 
ly related, but smaller and open in 
Inte May instad of in October and 
November, :

FOREIGN LEGION 


Romantic. Record of a Corps Distinguished 


for Its 
[By Major C. 


(The French Foretyn Legton re- 
contly celebrated at Sidl-bel-ALbes, 
fn Alitiers the centenary of its foun- 
aien und alno the anniveraary of 
ite moet memorable exploit.] 

“A vertain halo, net by any means 
of minctity, surrounds the French 
Foren Legton more perhaps than 
any other regiment in the warld, a 
ramantic reputation not altogether 
undeserved, even though the usual 
theorfea about it are mostly mis- 
taken. 

Por the Legionnaires are the Inst 
of the mercenaries, who, almost 
since war began, have fought, not 
from any motives of patriatham, but 
for sheer love of fighting or for 
the plunder they could amass in 
the procenn: although In the Le- 
yion the hope of qaining plunder 
is replaced by the certainty of gain 
ing an asylum where no questions 


are asked--which 18 


worth a good deal. 

The Legion began with a decree 
of ing Louls-PAiippe, dated 
Mareh #0 1831.0 That ingenlous 
und ingenuous monirch, wishing 
to demenatrate how entirely he was 
cutting: loose from the traditions of 
his predecessors, had disbanded the 
foreign regiments which had for 
vo long aerved the Kinga of France. 
A dramatic gesture, but rather un- 
wise; the veterans, suddenly cast 
adrift in Paris, soon became, as a 
French writer naively pute it, “In- 
clined to ben nuisance” —-a polite 
way of saytng that they raised 
merry Hell all over the place.

MISSING DEBTORS. 
Assets Described As 
“ Worthless.” 


PETITION AMENDED, 


In the Bankruptcy Court 
yesterday morning, the Off. 
cla! Receiver, Mr. &. L, 
Aganaiz, objected to a credi- 
tors petition made jointly 
against Li Wal-tong and Li Wai- 
Jam, deseribed as father and son, 
who had been inbusincss as 
brokers, 

The petition, made by Lo Kai- 
hong, alleged that debtors had 
asseta to the value of $7,300. 
Onc of these assets was o hold- 
ing in a Chinese company, 
vilued at $1,800, whilst another 
was said to be the balance of 
money owing on a contract with 
the.Po Hing Theatre in Kowloon. 

Petitioner, itt the witness box, 
deposed that debtors owed him 
$1,040, on a $1,000 lonn made in 
July, 1929, upon which only a 
few poyments of interest had 
been made, The principal had 
never been repaid.

The OMicinl Recdiver, after the 
examination by Mr. FLX. 
d’Almada, Snr, subjected the 
witness to a searching cross- 
examination as to the statement 
of axsets. Replying to qucations, 
witness said that his opinion 
wns that the dobtors were ac- 
tually partners, or were trading 
together. The profits made were 
divided between them. The asset 
for $1,800, he had been informed, 
was n joint one, Hs brother-in- 
Inw had told him.it was so, and 
he had Jearned the anme thing 
in the course of casual conversn- 
tions with brokers and busines’ 
men with whom he (witness) 
came into contact. His estimate 
of the liabilities of debtors had 
been on a conversition with the 
“elder of the two, who had said 
that he owed a “good deal of 
money.” From information wit- 
ness had received he had arrived 
at the conclusion that the liabi- 
ities were round about $11,000, 

The Official Receiver suggest: 
ed that witness was now stating 
in the box that he could not be 
certain about the $1,800 asset 
being a joint one, yet he had de- 
clared to thnt’effect in his affida- 
vit, Witness replied. that the 
amMdavit contained ‘all he knew” 
on the subject. It wns still his 
opinion that the asset was a joint 
pies Debtors Missing, 

Further questioned, witness 
anid he had not seen cither debtor 
sinee the date of a judgment 
against them obtained in connec- 
tion with the Po Hing Theatre 
contract. It was possible they 
might be in Canton. He did not 
think they were in the Colony. 

The Officinl Receiver pointed 
out to the Chief Justice (Sir 
J. H. Kemp) that he was oppos- 
ing the petition, and the granting 
of a Receiving Order, on two 
wrounds. In the first place there 
was no proof of any joint usscts, 
nor was he satisfied that the 
debtors were partners, or joint 
traders. Further the evidence as 
to aasets was absolutely worth- 
less. The asset for $1,800 alone 
could be admitted, but ‘nforma- 
tion in his posssession showed 
that it was an asset of Li Wai- 
tong personally, The Po Hing 
Theatre amount mentioned was 
useless, a8 Li Wai-tong had been 
subject to an action which proved 
that in fact he owed money to 
the alleged debtor in the affidavit. 
Judgment had been given against 
him in the case, with costs. 

Petition Amended, 

s Lordship usked if -there 
ay any evidence to show that 
the $1,800 asset was actually one 
of Li Wai-tong personally, The 
Official Receiver replied that an 
official of the company in ques- 
tion could be called to give evid- 
ence, if required. He asked for 
the petition to be dismissed, 

Mr, d’Almada contended that 
the joint petition, could be en- 
forced. He submitted that the 
debtors were actually joint 
traders. But, however, His 
Lordship might rule on this point, 
he would ask for o Receiving 
Order to be made against Li Wai- 
on Lordship was, of opinion 
that tho petition might be dis- 
‘missed, as it could be:proven that 
the debtors were joint_tradcra. 
On the other hand a Receiving 
Order could te made against Li 
Wai-tong on an amended petition. 

After farther discussion, His 
Lordship made a Receiving Order 
against Li Wai-tong, amending 
the petition by etriking out the 
name of Li Wal-Inm.

Regulations under Section 4 of 
the Nurses Regulation  Ordin- 
ance, 1931, are published in the 
Government Gazette.

LEAGUE SECRETARY HONOURED 


The committee of directors of 
the Curnegie Foundation at The 
Hague has awarded the 
“Wateler” Peace Prize for 1931 
to Sir Eric Drummond, Seere- 
tary-General of the League of 
Nations, for his yvatunble services 
in the cause of international co- 
operation, 

Sir Eric Drummond accepted 
this award, but felt that, as 
Secretary-General of the League, 
it was difficult for him to accept 
the money value of the grant or 
to indicate for what special pur- 
pose it might be used. He there- 
fore placed it .at the disposal of 
the committee of Directora of 
the Carnegie Foundation, re- 
questing them to use it for fur- 
thering the  Lengue  ideal— 
namely, the development of in- 
ternational co-operation and the 
preservation of peace and 
security. 

Acting on this request, the 
committee of Directors awarded 
the money value of the Prize to 
the International Federation of 
League of Nations Associations 
in Brussels, 


The ““Wateler” Peace Prize 
was founded by M. Wateler, a 
Dutch subject, who died at The 
Hague. He left his property to 
the Carnegie Foundation on the 
condition thut the revenue 
should be awarded annually as a 
peace prize to the person who 
had rendered the most valuable 
services in the cause of pence. 

The value of the prize, which 
has been awarded this year for 
the first time, is 25,000 florins.

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NEW DANGER. 


Priority Problem Raised 
by Code. 


A. G, Throssell, London Daily 
Telegraph Motoring Correspon- 
dent, writes :— 


“Gn collision with an omnibus 


‘owing to a misplaced signpost.” 


That is from the report of an in- 
quest on one of the many holiday 
rond accidents, The most un- 
timely rain falling on roads that 
had heen bone dry for many days 
made skidding the worst danger 
of the Easter traffic, but there 
was another danger revealed, a 
new one, which to a greater de- 
gree even than slipperiness is 
preventible. 

When traffic is as dense as it is 
now everywhere at holiday 
time. and will be every week-end 
throughout the Summer, badly- 
designed or badly-placed — sign- 
posts cease to be merely irritat- 
ing; they become actively dan- 
gerous. In the particular case 
referred: to above the sign that 
was meant to give warning of a 
dangerous corner induced the 
driver to look for danger where 
it was not and overtook it where 
it lurked. No doubt the local 
authorities will now re-erect it 
properly, I wv 
accidents it caused befére the 
grim emphasis of an_ inquest 
underlined the mistake. 

That is an isolated instance. 
This Easter [ have had my atten- 
tion sharply called to the ~ fact 
that there is n form of wrong, or 
at least inadequate, signposting 
which is common all over the

An Accepted Rule, 


It is the problem of the cross- 
roads, , After years of argument 
and contention the principle hos 
it least been established — that 
where ronds cross the traflic on 
the more important fond has 
priority. Any rule once accepted 
is better than no rule at all, us 
used to be the case, and nearly 
all the traffic experts and veteran 
road-users heartily approve 
priority for the major road. 

But its success in practice en- 
tirely depends on clear and pre. 
cive indication which of two 
roads’ that cross is the more im- 
portant. Failing that, the rule 
mukes thing worse than ever, 
and away from the trunk roads 
and by-pisses there are literally 
thousands of intersections where 
each road is apparently as 
“major” as the other, and where 
only local motorists can know 
which in truth is entitled to 
priority, > 

This difficulty was fully dis- 
cussed by the Royal Commission 
on Transport. It was decided 
that the local authority must in 
each case settle between the rival 
claims and a special warning 
sign. the danger triangle within 
a circle, was adopted to be placed 
on the minor road short of the 
intersection, we ao Se 

To signpost all the junctions 
on first-class roads alone is a big 
job. Some county councils have 
set about it with vigour; others, 
less alive to its importance or 
less able to meet the expense, 
nre being constantly stimulated, 
and, if necessary, assisted by the 
RAC, 


The “Majpr’ Road: 


Now the Highway Code is in 
force and the jol is scarcely half 
done. Driving on o Surrey Rond 
recently I approached nn cross- 
roads at the same time as a car 
coming from the left. We each 
saw the other lony before the 
roids met. We each thought our 
road was the “major,” and ox- 
pected every moment to see the 
other slow down. Luckily we 
both had commonsense enough 
to be driving cautiously because 
of the crossing, as the Code 
directs, otherwise there would 
have been a smash. 

I took the opportunity to ex- 
amine that crossing. Each of the 
four roads bore the ordinary 
cross-ronds-shead sign, and it 
was impossible to tell which, if 
any, was the more important. 
But actually the ordinary cross- 
roads sign means now that that 
rond is a “major” road; if a 
“minor” road it would, or rather 
should, have the _ triangle-in- 
circle, sign. 

Had we smashed each other up 

we could have pointed to the 
signposts as evidence we were 
within our rights in expecting’ 
the other to give way. There 
arc hundreds of similar intersec-.4 
tions, and they will all be dan- 
gerous until they are signposted 
as the Code now makes {t essen- 
tial they should be. | Until then 
the wise policy, if there is the 
smallest possibility of doubt, is 
to forget about major and minor 
roads and concentrate on the final 
words of that section of the 
Code: “Always keep'a sharp 
look-out and drive cautiously at 
eross-ronds and junctions.” 
_ Motorists in the Metropolitan 
area aro advised that of the hun- 
dred-and-ono now “offences” 
created by the Road Traffic Act 
and, ita supplementary regula- 
tions, the police jn certain dis- 
tricts nro particularly interested 
at the moment in the one relating 
to excessive nojse.

SSTREAM-LINED. 


Kaye Don Collaborates 
in Design. 


An altogethor new and excop- 
tionntly handsome car has been 
produced by the Singer Co. of 
Coventry. Mr. Kaye Don, tho 
famous racing motorist, working In 
conjunction with tho company’s 
Artist-Engincer, is responsible for 
the design and the car is known as 
the Kaye Don Singer Six Saloon, 
_ The overhend-valve engine has 
dimensions of 65.6 x 95 mm., with a 
cubic cnpacity of 1920 cc. and 
Treasury rating ot 16.9 hp. A 
four-apeed gear-box ia built in unit 
with the engine, and the clutch Is 
of the singlo dry-plate type. 
Marlies steering Is employed ond 
the brakes are operated by Dawan- 
dre vacuum servo motor. 

The new Singer is definitely not 
intended for racing purposes, but 
it has been built with the degree 
of precision which racing neees- 
sitates. As a full sized saloon it 
is capnble of speeds approaching 
70 miles per hour, 

The bodywork {s particulnrly in+ 
toresting, for it is  strenm-lined 
wherever possible and, whilst 
being In no way frenkish, {8 of 
altogether new appearance. A 
sloping “V" Bhaped aereen is uscd 
and the visor penk ia rounded off 
neatly. The samo aweep Is carried 
out on the radiator nose, the filler 
cap being found beneath the bon- 
net. 3 ‘ 

The artist has taken for his sym- 
bol a cascade of water, which Is 
represented on the radiator by 
triple curved lines extending from 
the top down tho central atrip, and 
this three-rib motif is employed 
throughout the car. All the curves 
{n the bodywork, indeed, are of the 
some “family” and the result fs 


‘atriking and at the same time most 


pleasing to the eye. 

Appearance, however, has been 
combined with utility throughout. 
The front wings, for Instance, are 
exceptionally attractive, but thoy 
have also been designed with a 
view to inerensed efficlency, They 
extend In ao graceful curve from 
the forward pcak ta the dumb- 
frons, thus concealing the brako 
druma, stub axles, etc, At tho 
samo time they create a partial 
vacuum, so that mud thrown up by 
the wheels is retrained until it 
drops back on to the rond, instead 
of being forced out—and so on to 
the sides of the body, 

The trimming {a in best quality 
furniture hide, and both frant and 
rear sents have concealed arm 
rests, Intorior visors, adjuatablo 
for position, are fitted and finger 
tip control is employed. Triplex 
gloss {3 fitted. throughout and the 
rear screen is of Unusual design; 
{t is made in three parts and can 
be opened ta improve ventllation. 

The Singer Company employ an 
Artist-Engineer, working in a 
capncious studio of his own, and 
the foresight shown in the estab- 
lishment of this department hag 
been Justified by the now Kaye 
Don model.

WEST END SCENE. 


Earls Nephew in Car 
‘+ Crash Charge. 


A nephew of the Earl of Rose- 
bery, Charles Robert Archibald 
Grant, aged 27,-of Epsom, was 
alleged, at Marlborough Street, 
to have driven a sports car In 
Cambridge Circus, W., at 40 
miles por hour and crashed into a 
taxicab, injuring a passenger. 

He was charged before Mr. 
R. E. Dummett with driving o 
car on March 26, while under the 
influenco of drink, to such an ox- 
tent as to be Incapable of haying 
proper control and with danger- 
ous driving in Shaftbury Avenue. 

Mr. Tristram Beresford, for 
Grant, said ho elected to go for 
trial. A 

Mr. F,. E. Barker, who prose- 
cuted, stated that Grant drove 
along Shaftbury Avenue, turned 
round in front of the Palaco 
Theatre, crashed into a taxicab, 
and knocked it on to the pave- 
ment, injuring a passenger and 
seriously damaging the cab. 

Although people shouted, 
Grant did not stop, but continued 
to go round the Circus. On the 
north, side a police officer on 
point duty, who called on Grant 
to stop, had to jump out of the 
way to avoid being knocked 
down, : 

A pedestrian called on Grant 
to stop, and jumped on the run- 
ning-board. Eventually ‘Grant 
stopped in Stacey Street.

In the first caso William Honry 
King, of Alexandra Road, Addlo- 
stone, waa stated by Inspec- 
tor Dibloy, Surrey Constabul- 
ary, to have driven his 
conch (carrying 80 passengers) at 
& speed of over 41 milos on hour 
at Esher, at a time when thoro 
was a considerable smount of 
traf_e on the main rond. When 
stopped and-told his spead, ha-re- 
plicd: “It is vory awkward with- 
out a speedometer.”
